ARTICLE  I. 

NAME. 

The  name  of  this  Association  iludl  be 
"North  Pacific  Association  of  Aniat«ir  Oars- 
men," 

ARTICLE  11. 

OBJICT. 

The  object  of  tiiis  Assoctatton  shall  be  the 
advancemei     and  improvement  of  rowing 

among  amai  rs,  attd  is  now  composed  of  the 
Portland  Rowing  Club,  the  Vancouver  Row- 
ing Club,  the  James  Bay  Athletic  Association, 
Nelson  Boat  Club,  and  such  other  clubs  as 
shall  be  elected  as  hereinafter  provided. 

ARTICLE  HI. 

MFlNmO  AN  AMATETJK. 

>  This  Association  defines  an  Amateur  to  be 
<Mie  who  does  xKrt  compete  for  stakes,  ad- 
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inittioti  money,  entrance  fee,  or  other  p9» 

tmmry  benefit ;  who  has  never  competed  with* 
or  against  a  professional  of  any  class  for  a 
prize;  never  engaged  in  athletics  in  any  way 
as  a  means  of  livelihood ;  who  has  never  been 
employed  in  any  occupation  involving  the  use 
of  the  oar  or  paddle,  who  receives  no  pecuni- 
ary ben^  from  his  rowing  oonnectioii,  and 
whose  membership  of  anjr  rowing  or  amitotic 
dttb  was  not  brought  abotit,  or  does  not  ccm- 
tinue,  because  of  any  mutual  agreement  or 
understanding  expressed  or  implied,  where- 
by his  becoming  or  continuing  a  member  of 
such  club  would  be  of  any  pecuniary  benefit 
to  bim  whatever,  direct  or  indirect. 


Section  i.  The  representative  body  of  this 
Association  shall  be  composed  of  two  dele- 
gates htm  eadi  Club,  x  h  alternates,  as- 
sembled in  an  Annual  Jonventioo,  or  if 
necessary  at  more  frequent  period 

Sec.  3.  Any  Qtib  dnirii^  to  join  this 
Association  shall  make  written  application

MEMBBISHIP. 
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tKe  ipi^cattbn  be  rejected)  at  I«iast  sixty 
days  ^Hor  to  the  Anmial  CAnv^dh,  wRei^ 
upoh  the  Secretify  of  the  Associatibn  ihall 
at  once  submit  such  application  by  letter  tb 
the  Secretary  of  each  of  the  clubs  then  fonii- 
ing  the  Association,  who  shall  in  turn  sub- 
rtiit  it  to  the  ruling  power  in  each  club,  and 
'ffiall  withm  thirty  days  after  the  receipt  of 
sttch  tetter  advise  ihe  Secretary  of  this  As- 
sociation of  the  approval  or  disapproval  df 
such  application.

ARTIO-E  VII. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  Tht  Officers  of  t^is  Associa- 
tion shall  be  a  President,  Vtc^-Pr^ident» 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Commodore,  Vice- 
Commodore  and  Ensign,  who  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Convention,  the  last 
three  of  whom*  shall  be  elected  from  the  dis- 
trict where  the  Annual  Regatta  is  to  be  held, 
and  in  all  cases  a  majority  vote  shall  be  re- 
quired to  elect. 

Sec.  2.  The  term  of  officers  and  executive 
committees  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of 
the  month  following  their  election,  and  con- 
tHiBe  to  die  first  day  of  the  month  following 
^  wixt  Atmvsal  ft^tta,  or  tttHil  tiuBr  ^

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ARTICLE  VIII. 

ELECTION  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Section  i.  At  each  Annual  Convention 
there  shall  be  elected  an  Executive  Commit- 
tee, which  shall  be  composed  of  two  members 
Ircai  eadi  a  member  of  this  Auociatkm. 
The  Preudent  and  Secretary  tliall  be  MMfikio 
members  of  said  committee.

Any  violation  of  the  rules  of 
this  Association,  or  any  conduct  prejudicial 
to  honor,  morality,  or  the  general  interests 
oi  the  Assoda^,  shall  render  a  club  liable 
to  tt^eatioa  by  tbe  Executive  Comi^tee, 
and  expitltioii  tqr  a  two-thirde  vote  of  tilt 
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delegates  present  at  the  next  Annual  Con- 
ventkm. 

ARTICLE  X. 

STATUS  OOMMmn. 

StcnoN  I.  The  Status  Cbmnuttee  shall  be 
composed  of  one  member  from  eadi  dnb, 

who  shall  continue  to  be  a  member  of  said 
committee  until  he  resigns  from  the  club  of 
which  he  is  a  member  or  until  he  resigns  his 
position  in  this  committee,  or  until  the  club 
of  which  he  is  a  member  shall  request  his  re- 
moval and  ai>point  one  in  his  stead  to  repre- 
sent said  dob. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  on  this  com- 
mittee it  shall  be  filletl  at  the  next  Convention 
from  the  drh  in  whidi  the  vacancy  has 
occurred. 

Sec.  3.  Said  committee  shall  have  full 
power  to  interpret  and  construe  the  definition 
herein  given  of  an  amateur,  and  disbar  any 
man  or  crew  or  member  thereof,  without  as- 
signing anjr  reason  therefor,  and  their  dedsion 
in  all  cases  shall  be  final,  and  such  disquali- 
fied crew  or  man  shall  at  once  be  notified  fey 
the  Secretory  of  his  or  their  disbarment. 
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Sic.  4.  Upon  the  filing  of  any  petition  by 
any  club  a  member  of  the  Association  asking 
for  removal  of  any  member  of  this  commit- 
tee, stating  the  reason  therefor,  the  Secretary 
shall  immediately  transmit  to  said  member 
a  copy  of  said  petition,  witH  a  notificatioa 
that  the  petition  wiU  be  ottastdered  at  the 
next  Aanaa]  Coavendoii  oi  the  AssodatifMi. 

Sec.  5.  This  Association  at  the  next  An- 
nual Comrentsott  following  the  receipt  of  this 
petition,  ^nll  proceed  to  consider  the  same^ 
and  take  such  testitaoor  and  receive  wA 
evidence  as  they  deem  proper  in  support  of 
or  against  said  petition,  and  the  accused  shall 
then  be  given  full  opportunity  to  be  heard 
in  his  own  behalf.  After  said  hearing  the 
Convention  may  remove  said  member  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  delegates  present. 

Sxc  6.  In  cue  said  membtf  6oe»  not  9p- 
pear  before  toid  Convention,  or  assign  a 
sufficient  reason  for  his  absence,  the  Conven- 
tion shall  have  full  power  to  fxootxd  the 
same  as  if  he  were  present. 

Sec  7.  All  protests  of  whatever  nature, 
made  against  crews  or  members  thereof 
must  be  accoirpanied  by  a  fee  of  $20,  to  be 
forfeited       protest  be  held  frivolous  and

ARTICLE  XI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section  i.  No  addition,  alteration  or 
amendment  shall  be  made  to  this  constitution 
at  any  convention  except  by  a  two-thirds 
ijcrte  of  the  clubs  represented,  nor  unless 
thirty  days  notice  of  any  such  proposed 
change  has  been  given  to  the  Secretary  of 
this  Association,  of  which  doe  notice  shaU 
at  once  be  sent  by  him  to  the  doht  belonging 
to  this  Association. 
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ARTICLE  I. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICKKS. 

Section  i.  The  President  shall  prtmAe  at 
all  Conventions  of  the  Association,  appoint 
all  committees,  the  appointment  of  which  is 
not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  act  as  chair- 
man of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform 
the  duties  of  the  President  in  the  absence  of 
that  officer. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall 
keep  the  minutes  of  each  Convention  of  the 
'  vHriation,  shall  conduct  its  correspondence, 
'<m'\  have  charge  of  and  be  responsible  for 
ai;  the  books  and  papers  of  the  Executive 
Conunktee  and  Assoctattoa.  He  sbal!  also 
act  as  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  shall  make  an  annual  ttpc^  v^xm  ^ 
condition  of  the  Associaticm. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  collect  and  have  dnrfe 
of  aU  raoaqrs  bdongtag  to  AsMeiatlea» 
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Shall  pay  all  bills  when  properly  approved, 
tnd  submit  a  report  thereof  to  the  Executive 
Committee  whenever  called  upon  by  them  so 
to  do.  He  shall  if  required  give  a  bond  to 
the  Executive  Committee  which  shall  be  tat* 
isfactory  to  them,  in  the  sum  of  ^oa 

Sic  5.  The  Commodore  shall  have  local 
control  and  management  of  all  Regattas,  sub- 
ject to  the  orders  and  inttntdions  af  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Stc.  6.  The  Vicc-Cbmmodore  shall  act  as 
assistant,  and  under  the  directions  of  the 
Commodore,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Com- 
modore shall  perform  the  duties  of  that  offi. 
cer. 

Sec  7.  The  Ensign  shall  act  as  assistant 
and  under  the  direction  of  the  Commodore 
and  Vice-Commodore,  and  in  their  absence 
shall  perform  their  duties. 


ARTICLE  II. 

MEETINGS  OP  BXBCimVB  COMMITTEE. 

Section  i.  The  regular  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Cotmaittee  shall  be  held  prior  to 
and  ^00  the  same  day  as  the  Annoal  Con- 
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vention,  at  such  place  as  may  be  detcmisiied 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sic  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Exeetttive 
Committee  shall  be  called  by  the  Sccfetaiy, 
either  at  the  written  request  of  three  mem- 
bers of  said  Committee,  or  by  written  order 
of  the  President,  and  notice  of  said  meeting 
shall  be  sent  to  every  member  of  the  Exc- 
ctittve  Cbmmittee  ten  days  prior  to  said  date.

&c.  3.  At  every  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  the  place  for  holding  the  next 
meeting  'hall  be  decided  upon  prior  to  ad- 
jotinm  and  in  the  event  ol  a  special 
mcetii^  jemg  called  it  shall  be  hOd  at  the 
place  chosen  for  the  next  meeting,  or  at  stidi 
other  pkKe  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

Sic  4.  At  all  meetings  o£  the  Executive 
Committee  a  majority  of  members  ^lall  con- 
stitute a  quc»wn. 

Sic  5.  The  Executive  Cbmmittee  may  at 
any  meeting,  by  a  majority  vote,  reconsider 
the  decision  of  the  Status  Committee  as  to 
the  amateur  standing  of  any  oarsman,  and  by 
such  vote  repeal  the  action  of  the  Status 
Committee.  The  decision  of  the  National 
Association  of  Amateur  Oarsmen  on  cases 
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in  the  United  Stitet,  tnd  C^dhm  Am- 
ciation  of  Amateur  Oarsmen  on  cases  in  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  shaU  be  final. 

ARTICLE  III. 

PAYIOMT  or  BIUA 

Sectiok  I.  All  lillls  ahaU  be  fmatnted  to 
the  Treasurer,  who  is  anthorized  to  approve, 

audit  and  pay  the  same. 

Sec  2.  The  funds  of  the  Association  shall 
be  devoted  to  Association  expenses  and  not 
to  Regatta  expenses,  and  the  mileage  of  the 
Exectttive  Officers  to  attend  meetings  shall 
be  paid      the  Assodatioa 

ARTIO-E  IV. 

ANNUAL  UGATTA. 

Section  i.  The  place  at  which  the  next 
Annual  Regatta  shall  be  held  shall  be  decided 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association, 
the  date  to  be  fixed  and  published  by  the 
Committee,  at  least  two  months  prior  to  tbt 
holding  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Status 
Committee,  if  they  deem  any  entry  at  the 
Regatta  a  proper  subject  for  investigation. 
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to  entertain  the  question  irrespective  of  any 
protest  being  entered. 

ARTICLE  V. 

DEFINITION. 

A  Junior  Sculler  is  one  who  has 
never  pulled  in  a  Senior  nor  won  a 
Junior  sculling  race.  A  Junior  Oarsman  is 
one  who  has  never  pulled  an  oar  in  a  Senior 
race,  nor  been  a  wiiming  oarsman  in  a  Junior 
race.  Competition  among  memhen  of  Ab 
own  club,  or  a  private  match  will  n  t  affect 
the  standing  of  any  Oarsman  or  Sculler  as  a 
Junior.  A  Junior  Oarsman  or  Sculler  shall 
be  qualified  to  row  as  a  Junior  until  he  wini 
a  final  heat. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

MAKING  RECORDS. 

Section  i.  The  winner  or  winners  of  a 
Junior  race  may  at  the  option  of  the  Com- 
mittee be  permitted  to  contest  in  a  Senior 
Face,  provided  application  be  made  imme- 
diately after  the  winning  of  said  Junior  Race. 

Sec.  2.  Rcv-Tds  made  in  Junior  Races  on 
any  day  of  any  Annual  Regatta  shall  not  act

as  a  bar  to  entries  in  Junior  Racet  on  the 

same  or  following  day  or  days  of  that  Re- 
gatta, and  no  record  made  by  any  oarsman  in 
any  other  Regatta  after  his  entry  is  made  for 
the  current  Regatta  of  this  Association  shall 
bar  him  from  filling  his  engagements  in  the 
class  in  which  he  has  entered. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

AUENOMBNTS. 

Section  i.  These  By-Laws  may  be  altered, 

amended  or  suspended  at  any  Convention  of 
the  Association  by  a  simple  majority  vote, 
provided  two  week?'  notice  shall  have  been 
given  to  each  Club  of  the  Association  of  the 
proposed  alteration,  amendment  or  suspension. 
In  the  absence  of  such  notice  ai  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  delegates  present  shall  be  required 
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Rule  i.  Regattas  shall  be  open  to  all 
Clubs  of  the  Association,  when  not  otherwise 
provided  for. 

Entries  of  individuals  shall  not  be  required. 

3.  Any  Oub  intending  to  compete  for  any 
of  the  prizes  must  give  due  notice  in  writing 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Association  on  or 

before  the  appointed  day  for  closing  the  en- 
tries. Entries  shall  close  two  weeks  efore 
the  date  o^the  Regatta,  except  entries  for 
Senior  Races  provided  in  the  By-Laws. 

In  all  entries,  except  for  Single  Scullers,  a 
list  of  names  not  more  than  twice  the  number 
actually  engaging  in  the  crew  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Secretary,  and  from  these  names  the 
actual  crew  sludl  be  selected. 

The  name  of  the  Captain  and  Secretary  of 
each  Crew  or  Club  entering  for  any  Race 
shall  be  sent  at  the  time  of  entrance  to  the 
Secretary. 
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A  copy  of  the  entrance  list  shall  be  for- 
warded by  the  Secretary  to  the  Captain  and 
Secretary  of  each  Crew  or  Club  so  duly  en- 
tered as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  closing 
of  the  entries. 

3.  Colors  will  be  assigned  to  each  Crew 
or  Sculler  making  an  entry,  and  the  bow  oars- 
man may  be  provided  with  a  cap  of  the  color 
designated  to  be  worn  during  the  race.  This 
color  is  not  to  interfere  with  the  regular 
colors  of  the  Qub,  but  to  assist  in  identifying 
the  crews  when  rowing  over  the  course. 

A.  No  assumed  name  shall  be  given  to  the 
Secretary. 

5.  No  one  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  twice 
for  the  same  race.  ^ 

6.  The  Secretary  shall  not  be  permitted 
to  declare  any  entry,  nor  to  report  the  state 
of  the  entrance  list,  until  such  list  shall  be 
closed. 

7.  Objections  to  any  entry  shall  be  made 
in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  when  the  Status 
Committee  shall  investigate  the  grounds  of 
objections,  and  decide  therecm  forthwith. 

8.  Entrance  money  for  each  boi^  tludl  be 
paid  to  the  Secretary  as  lolk>ws:   Four  otrt

or  more,  $15;  pair  oar ,  $10;  double  sculls, 
$10;  single  sculls,  $5.  To  be  r<^^ttnied  to 
the  boats  scoring,  or,  in  case  of  satisfactory 
excuse  made  for  not  doii%  so,  to  the  Exe^" 
cutive  Committee. 

9.  Each  Club  of  this  Association  shall 
send  at  least  one  senior  four-oared  crew  to 
compete  in  the  Annual  Regatta. 

10.  A  meeting  of  the  Representatives  of 
each  Crew  or  Club  entered,  at  which  the  Com- 
modore shall  preside,  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  day  of  the  Regacta,  at  which  the  Captain 
or  Secretary  of  each  Club  shall  deliver  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Association  a  list  con- 
taining the  nam«  of  the  actual  crew  or  crews 
appointed  to  contest  in  et»uing  rac^  to 
which  lists  the  names  of  two  other  members 
may  be  added,  either  of  whom  may  be  sub- 
stituted for  any  of  the  crew  or  crews  in 
event  of  illness  or  accident.  At  the  same 
time  the  positions  in  the  eeverai  races  will 
be  drawn  for. 

11.  No  member  of  a  club  shall  be  allowed 
to  be  substituted  for  another  who  has  already 
rowed  in  a  heat;  nor  shall  any  member  of 
*  chib  be  allowed  to  row  with  more  than  one 
crew  in  any  of  the  heats  for  the  same  prise. 
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12.  In  the  event  of  a  dead  heat,  the  same 
crews  shall  contest  again,  after  such  interval 
as  the  Umpire  may  appoint,  or  the  crew 
refusing  shall  be  adjudged  to  have  lost  the 
heat. 

13.  In  the  event  of  there  being  but  one  boat 
entered  for  any  prize,  or  if  more  than  one 
enter  and  all  withdraw  but  one,  the  remain- 
ing crew,  by  rowing  over  the  course,  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  prize. 

14.  An  Umpire  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  his  decisions  shall 
be  iinal. 

15.  The  Judge  at  the  winning  post  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Umpjre,  and  his  decisions 
shall  be  final  as  to  the  order  in  which  the 
contestants  crossed  the  winning  line. 

16.  The  laws  of  boat  racing  adopted  by 
the  National  Association,  so  far  as  not  ina>n- 

sistent  with  the  Constitution,  By-Laws  and 
Regatta  Rules  of  the  Association,  shall  govern 
at  the  Regattas. 

17.  The  prizes  shall  be  delivered  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  Regatta  to  their  respective 
winners,  who,  in  case  of  a  challenge  prat. 
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shall  receipt  for  the  same  as  may  be  raquired 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

18.  Medals  for  individual  shell  races  must 
not  exceed  $io  in  value,  and  no  banquets 
shall  be  given  by  competing  Clubs. 

19.  All  questions  of  interpretation  of  the 
Rules  shall  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  their  decision  shall  be  final 

20.  All  racM  of  this  Association  shall  be 
1 1-2  miles  straightaway. 

21.  At  every  Regatta  there  shall  be  shell 
racra  between  senior,  intermediate  and  junior 
four-oared  crews;  senior,  intermediate  and 
junior  singles;  senior,  intermediate  and  junior 
doubles,  and  such  other  races  as  the  Com- 
mittee may  decide  upon. 

22.  The  winners  of  the  senior  and  junior 
four-oared  races  in  each  year  shall  carry  the 
titles  of  Champions  (of  their  class)  of  this 
Association  for  that  year,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  hold  the  Pennants  provided  by  the  Asso- 
ciation during  that  time. 
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
